Take Care In Choosing 

When you are looking for toys this 
Christmas for the “middle-aged child” 

- the one from six to eight, don't 
think you can get away with a stuffed 
animal any more. Youngsters who are 
off to school will look with scorn on 
that smack of babyhood  savs 
T. R.. McEwen, Secretary, Recreation 
Division of the Canadian Welfare 
Council. 

The interest of these children, Mr, 
McEwen says, has reached beyond the 
walls of their home. Adventure, magic 
and excitement are their delight. 
Radio stories and funnies are big 
things in their lives. Their interests 
are more diverse than deep; their 
hobbies are usually short-lived, but 
ursued with tremendous enthusiasm. 

These are the factors to keep in 
mind when buying toys, Mr. McEwen 
states. 

To satisfy that boundless energy 
and the desire to learn new skills, a 
boy or girl will welcome a skipping 
rope, a bicycle, roller skates, skis, ice 
skates or a ping pong set. A pet is 
a fine present, but if you are not the 
parent it would be wise to consult 
them first. You won't go wrong with 
beginner's kits for making models, 
carpentry, printing (oh goody), carv- 
ing, embroidery and so on. But make 
sure the kits contain sturdy, service- 
able tools which can be put to use 
for the length of time the enthusiasm 
lasts. , ? 


In the child of nine or ten, the tie 
with the home and family is not so 
strong, according to Mr. McEwen. Now 
it is the gang which exerts the big 
influence. He has become skeptical, 
practical and realistic. He wants fact- 
ual information about his world. He 
is capable of playing on a team and 
abiding by the rules but also likes 
to form exclusive clubs and set up 
codes of behaviour. 

Don't expect the ten-year-old to go 
into raptures over a set of toy soldiers. 
Solitary games of imagination belong 
to his past. Give him a gift he can 
use in a group, such as” puppets, lan- 
tern slides or a magic set. 

When you buy him tools or equip- 
ment for games make sure that they 
are “regulation”, not toys. Let him 
match wits with his parents in games 
like checkers, chess and card games. 
Pick his books carefully, avoiding 
fantasy and make-believe, choosing 
instead stories of adventure. 

Mr. McEwen gives one last word of 
caution — if you “ecide to give a 9 
or 10 year-old an article of clothing 
be very sure that it is what the gang 
is wearing.

Handling Tough Grain on Farms 

Late crops, unfavourable barvest- 
ing Weather, restricted — delivery 
quotas, and the shortage of boxcars 
have made it necessary to store a 
large volume of “tough” grain on 
farms this winter, Many Western 
farmers are therefore faced with the 
diffientt problem of keeping farm 
stored grain from heating and going 
out-of-eondition, 

A Tough Job. Vieve is no easy 
way of drying grain on the farm 
The average farm is sot equipped 
with grain-drying machinery, or to 
turn and clean large quantities of 
tough grain. Consequently, to keep 
tough grain in condition, farmers 
must make the best possible use of 
the one important natural factor 
in their favour, namely, a cold, dry 
climate. 

How to Prevent Losses. As farm- 
ers know only too well, tough grain 
is likely to go out-of-condition when- 
ever high moisture and high tem- 
perature conditions occur. These are 
the conditions which favour the 
development of molds, mites and 
insects—-the real enemies of stored 
grain. 

Here are a few practical hints 
which, if followed, will help to pre- 
vent losses in farm- stored tough 
grain. (1) Make sure the granary is 
weather-proof and well ventilated. 
(2) Examine all grain stocks every 
two weeks. Remember, the larger the 
bin, the greater the danger. (3) 
Watch for damp spots, warm spots, 
and surface crusting or climping 
(4) If trouble starts, get busy at 
once. Cool the grain by moving it 
during very cold weather from one 
bin or place to another. Better 
still, run it through a fanning mill 
or through a threshing machine or 
combine, with cylinder teeth re 
moved. Quick action will pay. 
.Tough farm-stored grain, like 
stolen goods, is “hot stuff to handle.” 
The sooner you get rid of it the 
better. Plan on moving your “tough’ 
grain to market as quickly as pos- 
sible. For detailed information on 
the protection of farm-stored grain 
write to the Stored Products Insect 
Laboratory, Winnipeg.
